Response to Amendment 

1 . The amendments to the claims in the after-final submission filed 7/25/07 are 

acknowledged and accepted. In view of the granting of the petition (See submission filed 
8/24/07 and petition decision dated 2/25/08) to request entry of the above amendments, 
the claims as amended on 7/25/07 are considered by the Examiner to the most current, 
pending claims for the instant application. 



Response to Arguments 

2. The Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/13/07 and the decision rendered by the BPAI on 
6/1/10 have been fully considered. In view of the remarks made on Pages 5-8 of the 
BPAI decision dated 6/1/10, the rejections in Sections 9-12 of the Office Action dated 
3/13/07 are withdrawn. 

3. In addition, in view of the amendments made to the claims above, the 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 
1 st paragraph rejections in Section 7 of the Office Action dated 3/13/07 are withdrawn. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-3 are allowed.
